Brewster Town Hall 10:00 A.M. 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Meeting was called to order at 10:00 
A.M. by the Moderator, Russell Chase. 


After reading Article | and 2 pertaining to the election of officers, a motion was 
made by Don Guzman and seconded by Thomas O’Dowd to refrain from reading 
the entire warrant until the evening meeting. Voice vote was in the affirmative and 
so declared by the moderator. 


Balloting took place from 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M., at which time Thomas A. 
O’Dowd made the motion that the meeting adjourn, to reconvene at Kingswood 
Regional High School at 7:00 P.M. to consider the remaining articles contained in 
the warrant. Seconded by Don Guzman, and carried. 


At 7:00 P.M. the meeting was called to order by Moderator, Russell Chase. A 
motion was made by Richard S. Clarke, seconded by Gordon Reade to refrain from 
reading the entire warrant at this time, provided each article is read before being 
acted upon. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 3. To seeif the Town will vote (1) to rescind the vote passed under Ar- 
ticle 3 of the Warrant for the 1973 annual town meeting; (2) to appropriate $1,500,- 
000. for the construction and equipping of a sewage treatment plant; (3) to authorize 
the Selectmen to raise this appropriation by borrowing $1,500.000. under the 
Municipal Finance Act; and (4) to authorize the Board of Selectmen to contract for 
and accept Federal or State aid which shall be spent for the project provided that the 
total authorized borrowing shall be reduced by the amount of Federal construction 
grants. (This Article recommended by the Budget Committee.) The motion was 
made by Dr. Lawrence S. Toms to adopt the Article as read. Seconded by Gordon 
A. Reade. Voice vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the moderator. 
Balloting by written ballot started at 7:07 P.M. and the ballot box remained open 
the required hour, closing at 8:07 P.M. with the following results of the voting: 327 
ballots cast - 320 yes, 6 no, and | blank. 


Article 4. To vote (1) to appropriate $1,210,000. for the acquisition of land 
and the construction thereon of additional tertiary facilities for the Town’s sewage 
systems and treatment works; (2) to authorize the Selectmen to raise this appropria- 
tion by borrowing $1,210,000. under the Municipal Finance Act; and (3) to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to contract for and accept Federal or State aid 
which shall be spent for the project provided that the total authorized borrowing 
shall be reduced by the amount of Federal construction grants. (This Article 
recommended by the Budget Committee.) A motion was made by Dr. Lawrence S. 
Toms, seconded by Gordon A. Reade to adopt Article 4 as read. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative, and so declared by the Moderator. Balloting commenced at 7:24 
P.M. and remained open for the required one hour, closing at 8:24 P.M. with the 
following results of the voting: 313 ballots cast - 306 yes, 6 no, and | blank. 
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Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund for period from October 1, 1973 to December 31, 1974 es- 
tablished under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, for the 
use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the following priority purpose in 
the amount indicated or take any other action hereon: (This Article recommended 
by the Budget Committee.) 


Appropriation Amount 
Partial Payment toward Police-Fire Building $24,700.00 
Tractor and Mower Purchase 6,500.00 
Restroom Construction 3,000.00 

Total $34,200.00 


A motion was made by Dr. Lawrence S. Toms to adopt Article 5 as read; seconded 
by Gordon A. Reade. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum of 
money necessary to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. A motion was 
made by George Walker, seconded by Leslie Rankin to adopt Article as read. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and declared passed. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum of 
money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes. A motion was made by 
Gordon A. Reade, and seconded by Warren Brodrick to adopt the Article as read. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and Article 7 was declared passed. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the recommendations of 
the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate the various sums contained in this 
report and listed in the Budget. A motion was made by Dr. Lawrence S. Toms and 
seconded by George Walker to postpone action on this Article until after com- 
pleting action on Article 21 of this warrant. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will approve the allocation of all funds received 
from sale of timber cut on Town owned land for the sole use of the Conservation 
Commission bank account and withdrawn only with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen and a majority of the Conservation Commission. A motion was made by 
Peter Brewitt, seconded by John Dickinson to adopt Article 9 as read. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will establish a Contingency Fund of $10,000. 
to meet the cost of expenses not anticipated that may arise during the year. A detail- 
ed report of all expenditures from the Contingency Fund shall be made by the 
Selectmen and published with the Town Report. A motion was made by M. John 
Dickinson, seconded by Herbert Van Blarcom to adopt Article 10 as read. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the amendments to the 
Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance proposed by the Planning Board and by 
petition to amend the Planning and Zoning Ordinance so as to establish an Historic 
District and authorize the appointment of an Historic District Commission. No ac- 
tion taken at Town Meeting on this Article, as this was on the printed ballot and 
voted upon during the day. 
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Article 12. To see if the voters of the Town of Wolfeboro will authorize the 
Selectmen to lease to the Wolfeboro Branch Railroad Ciub, the old Wolfeboro 
Railroad Station, said building to be restored by the Club, over a period of years 
and used as a Railroad Station. The above mentioned lease would be for a period of 
five (5) years, with an option to renew for another five (5) years, at a rent not to ex- 
ceed $100.00 per month. (This Article presented by petition). (This Article not 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen) A motion was made by Donald Hallock, 
seconded by Pearliss Copp. After much discussion, George Walker moved to lay 
Article 12 on the table, seconded by Dr. Warren Brodrick. Voice vote was in the af- 
firmative and Article 12 was tabled. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will approve of the present fire station being 
made available to the organizations of the Town as a community center upon com- 
pletion of the new building. (This Article presented by petition) A motion was made 
by Paul R. Hatch to lay Article 13 on the table; and seconded by Pearliss Copp. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will appropriate and raise an amount not to ex- 
ceed $18,000.00 for the purpose of erecting a Youth Center (Approximately 800 
square feet). The exact location of the building site to be determined by the Board of 
Selectmen. (This Article presented by petition) (This Article not recommended by 
the Budget Committee or the Board of Selectmen) A motion was made by Eleanor 
Fairfield, seconded by John O’Connoll. Discussion followed. At this time the 
Moderator announced the hours had passed on the voting on Articles 3 and 4, and 
he declared the ballot boxes closed at 8:25 P.M. and turned them over to the 
Selectmen. An amendment was made to Article 14 by Priscilla Lord; seconded by 
Ruth Wallace, as follows: ‘The general location of the building will be on the Back 
Bay area presently being developed for recreational activities.’’ Voice Vote on the 
amendment was in the negative. A voice vote was then taken to close debate. Vote 
was in the affirmative. Voice vote on the Article was then taken and was in the 
negative. The Moderator declared the Article defeated. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, receive, and contract for and accept from, to spend any and all money made 
available to the Town through the Federal Disaster Assistance Administration or 
any other State or Federal Agency, to repair damage that occurred during a period 
or time when a disaster was declared. A motion was made by Richard Clarke, 
seconded by Herbert Van Blarcom to adopt Article 15 as read. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative and so declared. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to contribute to the Wolfeboro 
‘“Meals on Wheels Program’’, the sum of $3,168.00. (This Article not recommended 
by the Budget Committee) A motion was made by Roger Plummer, seconded by 
Jane Quimby, to adopt Article 16 as read. Mrs. Quimby explained the program. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following codes: 


1. National Electrical Code, 1971 Edition. 

2. National Building Code, 1967 Edition and a section of the Concord, New 
Hampshire Code that applies to mobile homes, swimming pools, etc. 

3. BOCA Basic Plumbing Code. 1970 Second Edition. 
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4. And to further adopt any updated edition of the above mentioned codes. 
(This Article recommended by the Building Codes Study Committee) 


A motion was made by Carl Shannon, seconded by John Dickinson to adopt the Ar- 
ticle as read. Discussion followed. Daniel Morgan made a motion to table the Arti- 
cle. Not seconded. A motion was made by Donald Mitchell, seconded by Gordon 
A. Reade to amend Article 17 #4 as follows: ‘“‘As recommended by the Building 
Code Study Committee to the Selectmen.” Voice vote was in the affirmative. Vote 
on Article amended was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to present 
to the next annual Town Meeting, a program for fees, enforcement, licenses, inspec- 
tion and all other costs and procedures required to enforce the three building codes. 
A motion was made by Charles Foss, seconded by Gordon A. Reade to adopt Arti- 
cle 18 as read. Discussion followed. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so 
declared by the Moderator. ; 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote $15,000.00 to be applied to the con- 
struction costs of the Police - Fire Building to cover the deficit from the Goodwin 
Fund as voted at the 1973 Town Meeting. (This Article recommended by the Budget 
Committee). A motion was made by Pearliss Copp, seconded by John Ballard, to 
adopt Article 19 as read. Discussion followed. Voice vote was in the affirmative and 
so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund; 
expenditure from same to be only upon approval of Town Meeting. Source of fund 
to be derived as follows for 1974, if available: 


Municipal Electric Department from earnings $7,500.00 
Water and Sewer Department from earnings 5,000.00 
Town from surplus 20,000.00 


A motion was made by Dr. Lawrence S. Toms, seconded by Gordon Reade to adopt 
Article 20 as read. Discussion followed. Voice vote was in the negative, and the Arti- 
cle was defeated. ) 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to carry 
over until 1975, all funds available from the Town and State of New Hampshire for 
the reconstruction of Waumbec Road, under the TRA program. A motion was 
made by John Ballard, seconded by Richard Clarke to adopt Article 21 as read. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 8. A motion was made by Dr. Lawrence S. Toms to adopt Article 8 as 
read, seconded by Frank Taylor. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared. 


The Moderator spoke briefly about the refinery problem the State was having 
in the section of Durham. He asked those interested in discussing the matter to re- 
main after the adjourning of the Town Meeting. 


Article 22. And to conduct any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting. 


John McDermott read the following resolution: 


“In appreciation the Citizens in the Town of Wolfeboro extend to Guy 
L. Foss, this expression of appreciation for his dedicated service to the 


Town and its inhabitants for a period of 38 years, twenty-eight of which 
he served loyally and capably as Chief of the Wolfeboro Fire 
Department.” 


The resolution was accepted unanimously. 


The meeting adjourned at Kingswood Regional High School, to convene again 
at the Town Hall for the counting of the ballots. All the elected persons present at 
the end of the counting were duly sworn in by Moderator Russell Chase.

REPORT OF THE 
BUILDING CODES COMMITTEE 


At the request of the Selectmen, the Committee met to advise the inhabitants 
and Selectmen in problems involved in hiring a building inspector to enforce the 
Codes adopted at the last town meeting. 


Mission: Performs skilled inspectional work in securing compliance with 
National, State, and town building codes, electrical and plumbing codes, interprets 
and enforces zoning ordinances and does related work as required. 


Distinguishing Characteristics: Permanent full time; work week varies with 
construction activity, plus board meetings. This employee inspects the construction 
and erection of all new buildings and structures within the town (residential, com- 
mercial, and public): purposes of inspections are to provide for the safety, health, 
and welfare of people by means of ensuring adequate construction, light, and ven- 
tilation, and the absence of fire hazards. This employee is also responsible for in- 
spections of alterations, additions, major repairs, removal and demolition of ex- 
isting buildings and structures. Normally devotes majority of his working hours to 
independently making field inspections requiring vast knowledge of codes, technical 
judgment and discretion. Occasionally co-ordinates, or conducts inspections with 
the Fire Chief or Health Officer. Does not supervise any employee. 


Examples of Work: Is responsible for the structural safety of all new and ad- 
ditions to existing buildings and structures in the town; conducts inspections to en- 
sure same. Attends meetings and hearings as required by Planning Board, Zoning 
Board of Adjustments, and Building Codes Board of Appeals. Responsible for 
recommending changes to Building, Plumbing, or Electrical Codes to the Appeals 
Board. Issues building permits, electrical and plumbing permits. Maintains records, 
accounts for all fees due and paid. Reviews structural and other plans for construc- 
tion, alterations, or repairs to ensure compliances with all codes. Makes inspection 
records, keeps records of violations, number and types of daily inspections, files 
construction plans, aids in prosecuting violators. Issues Certificates of Occupancy. 


Minimum Desired Qualifications: Thorough knowledge of building con- 
struction materials and practices; ability to detect structural and other faults; ability 
to read and interpret plans, specifications, and blueprints and to compare them with 
building construction and electrical and plumbing installation work. Good 
knowledge of the codes, materials, requirements and installation and standard 
testing devices and effective corrective measures. Ability to detect and locate defec- 
tive wiring, construction or installation. 


Graduate of a college or recognized trade school, preferably in related field. 
Ability to perform practical work involved. 


Ability to interpret and explain or discuss the codes and ordinances with 
property owners, tenants, contractors, electricians, plumbers, and others. Ability to 
deal tactfully yet firmly with property owners, contractors, electricians and others. 


Considerable experience in building construction, electrical and plumbing 
work, 


Thorough knowledge of codes. 


Full Time Employment 
The Committee recommends that in order to secure a competent person for this 
responsible position that a minimum salary range of $10,000 to $12,000 be offered. 


Permit Requirements 

The Committee recommends that no permit for replacement of existing 
materials or appliance be required. All other work no matter what size will require a 
permit. 


Permit Fees 

For remodeling or additions a charge of 3¢ a square foot be charged. Minimum 
fee to be $2.00 per trade. 

No permit fee for an addition to a single family home will exceed $25.00.

To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 5 as propos- 
ed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: Approve the definition for a boathouse and amend Article III to include 
this definition as Section b2. Boathouse. A non-commercial building used exclusive- 
ly for the storage of boats and appurtenant accessory equipment. 


Amendment 6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 6 as propos- 
ed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: Amend Article VIII, Section 4 by increasing the fee from $10.00 to $25.00 
for the Board of Adjustment. 


Amendment 7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 7 as propos- 
ed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: 


MULTI-FAMILY DWELLINGS 
definitions 
Multi-family dwelling: Any building or structure containing two or more dwelling 
units. 
Dwelling Unit: One (1) or more rooms, including cooking facilities, and sanitary 
facilities in a dwelling structure, designed as a unit for occupancy by 
not more than one (1) family for living and sleeping purposes. 


Multi-Family Dwellings will be allowed in the general residence district only with 
the exception that they also be allowed in the shore front resort residence district 
provided they have a minimum 225 foot setback from the water. 


Maximum and Minimum Requirements: The total acreage, measured in square 
feet, exclusive of the surface of existing water bodies, wetlands, and exposed ledge, 
shall be no less than one acre per dwelling unit, provided, however, that no multi- 
family dwelling will contain more than four dwelling units. 

Permissible Structure: For the purpose of this section more than one multi- 
family dwelling will be allowed per lot. 

External Boundaries of Multi-Family Dwellings: External boundaries of Multi- 
family dwellings shall have frontage on public or private road of no less than 150 
feet, shall have a front setback of no less than 100 feet, shall have side setback of no 
less than 100 feet, and shall have rear setback of no less than 100 feet. The front yard 
shall not be used for parking. No parking shall be located within 50 feet of side or 
rear boundary. 


Site Plan Specifications: Application for multi-family dwellings shall require the 
submission of a site development plan to the Planning Board: said plan or plans as 
submitted to the Planning Board are required to showsall structures, roadways, 
pathways, parking areas, recreation areas, utility and exterior lighting installations 
and landscaping on the site, all existing structures and usages within 200 feet of the 
site boundaries, and other elements as may be deemed essential by the Planning 
Board before a building permit may be issued. Before approving the site plan, the 
Planning Board shall make findings with respect to the following: 


a. Traffic Access. All proposed site traffic access ways are adequate, but not ex- 
cessive in number, adequate in grade, width, alignment and visibility, and not 
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located too near street corners, entrances to schools or places of public assembly 
and other similar considerations. 

b. Circulation and Parking. That the interior traffic circulation system is adequate 
and that all required parking spaces are provided and are easily accessible. 


c. Disposition of Usable Open Space. That in accordance with the spirit and in- 
tent of this ordinance, wherever possible, usable open space is disposed of in such a 
way as to insure the safety and welfare of residents and enhance the aesthetic 
appearance of the development. 


d. Arrangement of Buildings. That adequate provision has been made for light, 
air, access, and- privacy in the arrangement of the buildings to each other. Each 
dwelling unit shall have a minimum of one exterior exposure. Laundry facilities, in- 
cluding washing machines and clothes dryers, may be required on the premises for 
use by all occupants of the premises. 

e. Proper Landscaping. That the proposed site is properly landscaped, the pur- 
pose of which is to further enhance the natural qualities of the land. Where adjacent 
land use dictates, proper screening and buffer zones shall be required. 

f. Certificate of Occupancy. No certificate of occupancy shall be issued for any 
such building or buildings, unless the same conforms in all respects to such site plan 
and unless all facilities included in the site plan have been in accordance with said 
site plan. 


If a hardship exists, application may be made to the Planning Board for waiver of 
such discrepancies from the site plan as may have occurred during the construc- 
tion. 


Supplemental Controls. 

In reviewing the proposed site plan for one or more multi-family structures, the 
Planning Board and the Board of Adjustment will be guided by this ordinance, sub- 
division rules and regulations and the following regulations: 


Distance Between Buildings and Driveways. 

a. No driveway or parking lot shall be closer than twenty-five (25) feet to the front 
of any building nor’ ten (10) feet to the side or rear of any building. 

b. In the case of an enclosed garage or carport provided as an extension to or por- 
tion of the main structure, distance requirements for driveways providing access 
to these accommodations shall not apply. 

c. All driveways and parking areas shall be developed in accordance with subdivi- 
sion regulations. 


Recreation Space. 

There shall be provided on the site of such development an area or areas devoted to 
the joint recreational use of the residents thereof. Each such recreation space shall 
be developed with passive and active recreation facilities. 


Offstreet Parking Spaces. 

There shall be provided on the site of such development an area or areas devoted to 
the storage of automobiles. Two parking spaces shall be provided for each dwelling 
unit on the site. Parking areas shall conform to the specifications of Article Va, 
Location, Layout and Design of Off-Street Parking Spaces, of the Zoning Or- 
dinance and shall have direct access to a driveway or a street. An additional area 
may be required for the storage of boats, trailers, and recreational vehicles. 
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Landscaping. 
Proper landscaping shall be provided. Landscape treatment shall consist of ground 
cover, trees and shrubs as appropriate to the character of the area as well as careful- 
ly designed hard surface and paved areas for paths and points of maximum concen- 
tration of use. 


Conversions. 

Conversions of existing residential buildings into not more than four (4) dwelling 
units is allowed as a special exception except in the shore front resident district 
provided parking requirements are met and that the structure was in existence prior 
to April 1, 1974. Where a home occupation exists within the existing residential 
building, no more than three (3) dwelling units shall be permitted. 


Amendment 8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 8 as propos- 
ed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: Amend Article VII by striking Section 21 upon the adoption of the above 
Multi-family ordinance. 


Amendment 9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 9 as propos- 
ed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: Amend Article I to include Section 7, Historic District, Amend Article II 
to include Section 7, Historic District, which will establish, lay out, and define the 
described district as an Historic District, compatibly with and pursuant to RSA 
31:89-a et seq. as amended. 


Beginning at Clark’s Point; thence easterly to a point 200 feet southeast 
of the centerline of Clark Road; thence northeasterly by a line parallel 
to and 200 feet distant southeasterly from the centerline of Clark Road 
to Goodrich Road; thence southeasterly by Goodrich Road to the back 
lot line of lots southeast and adjoining East Clark Road; thence by the 
said back lot line to the centerline of South Main Street, including land 
now or formerly of Janet B. Douglas; thence northwesterly by the 
centerline of South Main Street 350 feet plus or minus; thence 
northeasterly by the land of Huggins Hospital 500 feet; thence 
northwesterly and westerly by a line parallel to and 500 feet distant 
from the centerline of South Main Street to Smith River; thence cross- 
ing Smith River at a point 500 feet from the centerline of Main Street 
Bridge; thence westerly and northwesterly by a line parallel to and 500 
feet distant from the centerline of North Main Street to land of 
Lakeview Cemetery, so called; thence south westerly by land of said 
Lakeview Cemetery to the centerline of North Main Street; thence 
southwesterly by a line perpendicular to the centerline of North Main 
Street for a distance of 500 feet; thence southeasterly by a line parallel 
to and 500 feet distant from the centerline of North Main Street to a 
point 200 feet northwesterly of the centerline of Sewall Road; thence 
southerly by a line parallel to and 200 feet distant from the centerline of 
Sewall Road to a point 1000 feet northwesterly of Sewall Point; thence 
southeasterly to Sewall Point; thence northerly, easterly, and southerly 
by the shore of Lake Winnipesaukee to the point of beginning. 


and amend Article VI by the addition of Section 7 to regulate the construction, 
alteration, repair, moving, demolition or use of structures and places therein: 
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7. In the Historic District: 

a. Any use permitted (including by special exception) in a district lying in whole 
or in part within the Historic District shall be permitted in such district within 
the Historic District except that therein no building or structure shall be con- 
structed, reconstructed, altered, repaired, moved or demolished, or its use 
altered, and no place or the use thereof altered unless upon application in 
writing a certificate of appoval shall have been issued therefor by the 
Wolfeboro Historic District Commission pursuant to and as provided by RSA 
31:89-e and following, as amended. However, nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to prevent the ordinary maintenance or repair of any building, struc- 
ture, or place within the Historic District so long as the same does not involve 
a change in the appearance thereof nor to prevent the construction, reconstruc- 
tion, restoration, alteration, moving, demolition or change in use of any buil- 
dind, structure, or place therein which the building inspector or other duly 
authorized authority shall certify is required for public safety by reason of any 
unsafe or dangerous condition. 


ARTICLE 19. If the Town votes to establish an historic district and adopt 
regulations therefore pursuant to RSA 31:89-a et seq as amended under Article 18, 
above, to see if the Town will, pursuant to RSA 31:89-c create an Historic District 
Commission of 7 members to be appointed by the Selectmen in accordance with the 
provisions of RSA 31:89-d, such commission to organize, function, and have the 
powers and duties as provided in RSA 31:89-e and f, but subject to the provisions of 
RSA 31:89-g. 


ARTICLE 20. ‘Shall the provisions of an Act Abolishing the Police Commission 
in the Town of Wolfeboro, as passed by the 1971 session of the General Court be 
adopted. (Presented by Petition) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will rasie and appropriate the sum of $45,000.00 
for the purchase of the “‘Fuller Property on South Main Street,” said property to be 
the future site of a new Town Library. This sum of money is to be raised by 5 year 
serial notes and to be repaid at the rate of $9,000.00 per year. (By Petition & 
Trustees) (This Article recommended by the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell any property 
taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum of 
money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes. | 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the recommendations of 
the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate the various sums contained in this 
report and listed in the Budget. 


ARTICLE 25. _ To see if the Town will approve the allocation of all funds received 
from sale of timber cut on Town owned land for the sole use of the Conservation 
Commission bank account and withdrawn only with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen and a majority of the Conservation Commission. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will establish a Contingency Fund of $10,000.00 
to meet the cost of expenses not anticipated that may arise during the year. A detail- 
ed report of all expenditures from the Contingency Fund shall be made by the 
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Selectmen and published with the Town Report. (This Article recommended by the 
Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, receive and contract for and accept from, to spend any and all money made 
available to the Town by any State or Federal Agency. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to carry 
over until 1976, all funds available from the Town and State of New Hampshire for 
construction of Waumbeck Road, under the TRA program. 


ARTICLE 29. Tosee if the voters of the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire will 
authorize the Selectmen of said town to assign all space within the new Public Safety 
Building, located on South Main Street, to the use of the Fire Department, Police 
Department, and Wolfeboro Rescue Squad, and that no space shall be allotted to 
other interests without the consent of the Wolfeboro Fire Chief, the Wolfeboro 
Police Chief, and the Executive Officer of the Wolfeboro Rescue Squad. (By Peti- 
tion) 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000.00 
to be placed in the Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of partial payment for a 
new grader in 1976 for the Highway Department. (This Article recommended by the 
Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000.00 for the ““Meals on Wheels Program.” (This Article not recommended by 
the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 32. To see whether the Town will appropriate $12,000.00 to purchase a 
piece of land approximately 15,000 square feet with approximately 150 feet of fron- 
tage on Lake Winnipesaukee, located between the Railroad Station and property of 
Lakeview Oil Company, and Wolfeboro Oil Company; said land to be retained by 
the town for waterfront beautification, public parking, and/or such other use as the 
Selectmen deem to be in the town’s best interest, to prevent further encroachment of 
commercial buildings on the town’s valuable downtown waterfront, and to preserve 
open space land for future generations. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Personnel Employment 
Policy for the Town of Wolfeboro as revised and proposed by the Budget Com- 
mittee, at the request of the Board of Selectmen; and to further authorize the 
Selectmen to implement said Policy effective as of January 1, 1975. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Resolution approving 
application of the Provisions of Chapter 204-A of the New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated and the Provision of Section 8 of the U.S. Housing Act of 1937, 
as amended. 


WHEREAS, that there continues to exist within the state a serious shortage of 
safe and sanitary dwelling accommodations at rents which elderly and low income 
persons can afford, and that such persons are forced to occupy sub-standard dwell- 
ing accommodations; and 


WHEREAS, the General Court of the State of New Hampshire has enacted 
Chapter 204-A of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated establishing the 
New Hampshire Housing Commission; and 
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WHEREAS, Section 9 of that Act provides that in a municipality where there is 
no local housing authority operating, the Commission shall not operate without the 
consent of the governing body of a municipality; and 


WHEREAS, said Section 9 provides that consent of the governing body must 
be given for each project; and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Section 8 of the U.S. Housing Act of 
1937, as amended, the United States of America, acting through the Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development, is authorized to enter into annual contributions 
contracts with public housing agencies pursuant to which such agencies may enter 
into contracts to make assistance payments to owners: 


NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by the Town Meeting of the Town of 
Wolfeboro as follows: That the New Hampshire Housing Commission be and is 
authorized to operate in The Town of Wolfeboro. That said New Hampshire Hous- 
ing Commission is authorized to sponsor a project, under Section 8 of the U.S. 
Housing Act of 1937, as amended, for any of the following dwelling accom- 
modations or a combination thereof: (a) existing standard housing; (b) 
rehabilitated housing; (c) newly constructed housing; the total amount of the 
foregoing not to exceed 100 dwelling units. 


ARTICLE 35. And to conduct such other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The Budget Committee has faced a real challenge in compiling the 1975 Budget., 
Due to the economic situation, it has been most difficult to determine where to cut* 
and where to hold the line. We are all faced with a substantial increase in the cost of 
living which is reflected throughout the budget. 


Although the U.S. Labor Department Cost of Living Index was set at 12.2% it 
seemed impossible for the Town to afford such an increase, and so it was decided to 
compromise at an 8% cost of living increase for the employees of the town. All 
Department Heads and employees seemed to understand the seriousness of the 
situation and were most cooperative in the matter. 


The following areas within the budget require brief comment or clarification: 
Back Bay Playground Area - $24,000.00 - in addition to the annual commitment of 
$10,000.00, we have added $7,500.00 to match funds in the amount of $17,500.00 to 
be supplied by the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation for the building of tennis courts, 
which represents the 3rd and final phase of the original plan for development of the 
area. We have also provided $4,000.00 for a drainage survey and $2,500.00 for a soil 
study in connection with the tennis courts. 

Public Safety Building - The basic cost of this building is now over. Although there 
was a loss of $28,587.34 in the Martha Goodwin Fund from the date of its ap- 
propriation at $96,000.00, the deficit was covered by the $15,000.00 appropriated at 
last town meeting, the contingency fund, and certain unspent surplus amounts from 
various departments. 

New Construction - represents $22,116.06 from the Highway Refund to complete 
Lehner Street, and $10,000.00 repairs on Forest Road beyond the Beach in the 
vicinity of Wyanoke Hill, $2,500.00 for Waumbeck Rd. survey and $500.00 to com- 
plete public restrooms partially built last year. 

Sewer Primary and Secondary Treatment - $100,000.00 - Due to an increase of 
costs the Town Meeting is being asked to appropriate sufficient funds to complete 
this phase. The Town’s share is $5,000.00. This year, the cost of the tertiary treat- 
ment has increased to $3,664,000.00 representing unanticipated costs including 
$846,000.00 for repair of present sewer system, replacing six inch lines. The Town’s 
share is $185,000.00, to be raised by bond issue, the remainder to be paid from State 
and Federal Sources for each program. 


It has become extremely important for the Town library to make plans for 
moving to new quarters, more suited to their needs. For some time now the Trustees 
have been studying and investigating the matter. They have obtained an option to 
purchase the property of Mrs. Ellen Fuller on South Main Street. The site has been 
approved as most closely suiting the needs for larger, more modern efficient 
quarters and adequate parking space. The $45,000.00 will be raised by serial notes 
for payment over a period of five years. 


Sanitary Land Fill - $85,000.00 - We are required by the State to cease our open 
burning type of dump and to establish a sanitary land fill system to be in operation 
by July I, 1975. It is anticipated that the certain cost will be paid from Revenue 
Sharing Funds. 


The Capital Budget Program Committee has been meeting during the year, 
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studying the status of equipment operated in the various departments and trying to 
make a plan for gradually replacing equipment as is needed. The recommendation 
to establish a Capital Reserve Fund as partial payment on a new grader in 1976 is 
one of the results of the work of this committee. 


The Employment Policy Study Committee has met several times during the 
year with the general Budget Committee and the Selectmen; a hearing was held in 
October which was very well attended by Department heads and many employees; 
this meeting was followed by a series of personal interviews of the Study Committee 
with each Department Head individually, with particular attention paid to the wage 
scale. The new Personnel Policy has now been completed and will become effective 
as of January |, 1975, if approved by the Town. 


It is to be noted that the budget figures and recommendation as presented 
reflect majority opinion.

SELECTMEN’S PROGRESS REPORT 
1974 


In the past year the Town of Wolfeboro has made a few small steps in 
preparation for larger ones and made giant strides in others. The changes are 
numerous, ranging from the retirement of Chief Guy L. Foss, after twenty-eight 
years of service with the Fire Department and the appointment of Wallace E. 
Keniston as Chief, to the design of the tertiary treatment waste water facility. The 
following examples specify Wolfeboro’s changing profile: 


PUBLIC SAFETY BUILDING: In July, this facility, constructed by the 
Beaver Corporation with the able supervision of Donald E. Hallock, was officially 
opened. This building, having the Police, Fire Department and Rescue Squad, 
provides needed space and modern facilities for improved departmental service. 


TEN INCH WATER LINE: After considerable delay, the contract was signed 
with United Construction Company. This pipeline is currently ready for service. 
Small topographical corrections next Spring will complete the project. 


PRIMARY AND SECONDARY SEWER TREATMENT PLANT: Construc- 
tion is in progress by the R.C. Foss Construction Company, under the direction of 
the designing firm of Hoyle, Tanner and Associates. 


TERTIARY WASTE WATER TREATMENT FACILITY: The Town Meeting 
will be asked to further augment this program which was finalized as to design in 
1974. 


LEHNER STREET: A two year project was started, including new sewer 
pipes, drainage system, new road bed, curbing, and sidewalks. A temporary tar sur- 
face was applied. A small portion is left to be rebuilt and the entire street will be hot 
topped in early 1975. 


REASSESSMENT OF PROPERTY: Although there are some people who 
would question the word progress as applied to taxation, that item in particular con- 
sumes the majority of a Selectman’s time. This past year we have reappraised the en- 
tire Town. Due to inflation and consequent increases of expenditures, the tax base 
must be broadened to keep the tax rate at acceptable levels. Unless the State 
provides relief in some form, the property tax burden will steadily increase. 


BACK BAY: The recreational project in the Back Bay area was further 
enhanced by the installation of the ‘‘Tot’s playground”, fencing, and basketball 
courts. The boards for the hockey rink and little league baseball diamond were built 
and placed. The remainder to be used as play area has been seeded. 


RAILROAD STATION: Public restrooms were installed. 
WHARVES: Main dock was replaced with a concrete dock. 


PICKERING CORNER: Improved with curbing to facilitate three lane traffic 
flow at the intersection.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
1974 


The year of 1974 was essentially a healthy one. Through the years the number 
of cases of contagious diseases has gradually lessened due to the increased use of im- 
munization in children. At present, the State of New Hampshire laws require pre- 
school immunizations for measles, German measles, tetanus, diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus. Mumps immunization is not a legal requirement but is frequent- 
ly done by the physician at the same time in the pre-school child. 


Venereal disease is not seen as frequently in this community as reported in more 
urban areas. 


The community has been most fortunate to add two more physicians in the 
town of Wolfeboro and on the staff of Huggins Hospital. These physicians are John 
Patten, M.D. a Board qualified surgeon who is also doing a Family Practice and 
Gault M. Farrell, M.D. a Board qualified Ophthamologist. 


As always, discussion of the health situation in Wolfeboro would not be com- 
plete without giving very deserved appreciation to our Public Health personnel, to 
our Rescue Squad, to the Ambulance Service, to the Carroll County Mental Health 
Service, to the Meals on Wheels and to the personnel that make up the Blood Bank.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT - 1974 


The main line meter reading for the year was 124,838,000 gallons. The 
average daily use was 342,000 gallons and the average reading per minute for the 
year was 237% gallons per minute. Repairs have been made on the meter several 
times and at present it appears to be working properly. 


Bids were sought on the 10” water line, which goes from the Pine Hill Cemetery 
to the North Main Street tank. The line has been installed, connected, sterilized and 
at the present time, the Department is waiting for final test reports before it can be 
placed into service. Water users will not see any great increase in pressure, but the 
volume will be much better, thereby giving a more even pressure. This is due to the 
size of the present tank with overflow elevation. 


In November, the Department spent several evenings flushing the lines. The 
system was started in 1889 and some of these lines are nearly impossible to flush, 
due to the lack of gridding, and in some areas on high points there is not enough 
pressure for proper flushing. The many cases of discolored water was due to the 
Department having to close the 12”’ water line, allowing the Contractor of the 10” 
water line to make a dry connection. This procedure caused the flow of water to in- 
crease in the 6” and 8” water mains. It went into the system so rapidly that there was 
no way of flushing it out at that time. 


The next case of discoloration occurred from a section that had been flushed 
previously. The 8’ main in the swamp located at the rear of the Public Works 
Garage broke in half due to land fill in that area. 


This has certainly been a bad year for discolored water due to many uncon- 
trollable circumstances. A number of fires occurred calling for the use of hydrants. 
Also the Fire Department held an extensive fire drill in the downtown area, which 
included the use of hydrants enabling them to check the flow and volume of the 
water in that area. 


The 6” water line, replacing the 2” galvanized pipe, on Pine Street was com- 
pleted this Fall. The Department encountered a great deal of ledge in this area and it 
was decided that a wagon drill could be brought in and the drilling and blasting was 
completed before digging the rest of the ditch.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT - 1974 


The new Sewage Treatment Plant is well under construction, but will not be in 
{ operation until approximately February, 1976. This plant will be a great asset to the 
} Town since this will provide more up-to-date facilities. 


The reconstruction of Lehner Street required a lot of the Department’s time, 
since all new mains and manholes were installed due to the problems that occurred 
| with the old lines. 


The Department obtained good results from using the sewer rod on the mains 
and services last year, resulting in fewer problems with the mains and services. There 
wasn’t too much difference in the man hours, but fewer interruptions from other 
work. All mains and services with a history of roots and, any others we had time for, 
were rodded this Fall. Manholes were cleaned and any located in fields were marked 
enabling them to be found under snow cover. 

Two new sewer pumps were installed at Lehner Street’s lift station. One of the 
old pumps that was installed in 1940, which required constant repairs during the 
past few years, was replaced. A completely new switching system has been ordered 
and will be installed next year.

Gentlemen: 







Herewith the annual report of the Wolfeboro Police Department for the year 
1974 with comparisons for the year 1973. I include activities of the department, they 
annual budget and my report. : 


It should be noted that elsewhere in this report these is included a copy of the 
last figures from the Federal Bureau of Investigation. These figures are gathered 
from police departments all over the United States and its possessions. It is worth 
noting that once again, the greatest increases were in the rural areas of the 
northeastern states, and we should gear ourselves with this in mind. 


In the area of court activity there were 220 adult cases and 29 juvenile cases. Of 
these cases there were 34 DWI, 119 motor vehicle and 70 other various cases. There 
were 14 cases in court which were of the drug associated class, 17 probable cause 
hearings (felonies) and from the guilty findings by the court, there were 7 appeals to 
Superior Court. There was an estimated conviction rate of 98%. 


In the motor vehicle activities it should be noted that there were 147 summonses 
issued for violations and the incredible number of 618 warnings issued for motor 
vehicle infractions of the law. There were 34 DWI arrests by this department and 
another 20 breathalyzer tests taken for other departments, making a total of 54 
breath tests for the year. It is interesting to note that the average blood alcohol con- 
tent was .17%. At this time we have two breathalyzer operators who have to be cer- 
tified every three months and this has been done. 


A goodly amount of training was accomplished by sending all of the members 
of the department to seminars in Laconia and Concord which were presented by the 
N.H. Training Council on organized crime, traffic accidents and the drunk driver. 
Lieutenant Stevens is still pursuing his degree in criminal justice and is now atten- 
ding school in Manchester and Durham on a two nights a week basis. Officer 
Copplestone and Officer Blair Moody attended a special officer’s training school 
held in Laconia. This school was on a two nights a week basis for seven weeks. Of- 
ficer Thomas Crowell is presently attending the New Hampshire Training Academy 
at Pease Air Force Base in Portsmouth. This is a five day a week course which lasts 
for a six week period and at that time, Officer Crowell will be a certified police of- 
ficer in New Hampshire. 


Because of the many requests for speaking engagements, Lieutenant Stevens 
spent a great deal of time at various meetings, speaking for the most part on law en- 
forcement subjects. The Lieutenant also conducted many classes on law enforce- 
ment subjects as well as speaking engagements at the schools in the area. Chief 
Wentworth also spoke to various clubs and also spoke to a graduating class of 
police officers at Pease Air Base. 
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Once again, the department carried out a most successful Christmas program 
_and this was possible only because the people in the area open their hearts and their 
wallets in a most unselfish manner and donate an incredible amount of food, 
clothing, toys and money. We wish to thank all of those who made this possible. A 
special thanks once again for the job that our own Lorrie Copplestone did as the 
Coordinator and to Laura Caulkins who assisted in the buying as well as wrapping, 
‘etc. We had many ‘‘wrappers” who came and donated hours so that we would be on 
time and without them we would not have made it. 


The Department wishes to thank all of those who have assisted us in any way in 
the past year and we pledge that we will cooperate with the departments with whom 
'we come in contact, in the year to come.

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PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 
1974 


The 1973-74 ski season was unbelievable. Abenaki was opened fourteen days, 
only twelve days of which were usable, including four days of what you might call 
fairly good skiing conditions. Since the Christmas School vacation Abenaki has ex- 
perienced better skiing conditions than it has for the past two years. The skiing con- 
ditions have been good to excellent all the time. 


Abenaki has a steady program of ski meets and jumping competition in 
collaboration with the high school ski program. 


The cross country ski trails have been well used by many of the Nordic Skiers. 
A very fine family togetherness sport, ski touring is relaxing and very good exercise. 


A new observation tower on the motor house has been built this year which was 
required by the Tramway Safety Board. The motor engineer can now see the full 
length of the lift line. (A week after its completion, someone broke in through the 
back door and stole a pair of jumper cables.) 


Abenaki was given a snow machine this year, called a HusSki, for the use of 
grooming the slope, but nothing is going to work out like a Thyacol. The slope was 
offered an $18,000 Thyacol for $5,200 this year. Of course, that kind of money is not 
available to buy it. 


The Back Bay skating rink was very slow in getting started, due in some part to 
the slope of the field and, also, the fact that there was no frost in the ground. The 
GREEN hockey boards didn’t help the making of ice. Next year these boards will 
have to be repainted white. The skating hut had two good size rocks thrown through 
its windows last Fall. Also, the outside of the building was sprayed with a can of 
green paint by a delinquent. It is impossible to understand why any of the young 
people want to damage the facilities that are provided for their free use and enjoy- 
ment. 


The basketball standards have been installed and the top sealing coat will be 
put on the courts as soon as weather permits. These courts are already getting a lot 
of use. 


The little tots play area has all but two pieces of equipment installed and the 
children who use this area have had a lot of fun. 


Many thanks go to the men of the Rotary Club of Wolfeboro for the trees they 
planted around the tots play area. It is planned that grass will be planted there in the 
early Spring. 


The Department is getting ready to start a soccer program, maybe two teams of 
different ages ranging from twelve to eighteen. The details of this program will 
appear in the local newspaper as the plans are finalized. 


Once again Brewster Academy has come through for us and have given us the 
use of Brewster Gymnasium free of charge on Wednesday and Thursday nights for 
the five basketball teams of the Wolfeboro Youth Basketball League. There is no 
other gym available to this Department for the various recreation programs and the 
Department is especially grateful to Brewster Academy for their help. The five 
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| basketball teams are made up of boys from the 4th, Sth, and 6th grades. As Com- 
| missioner of the Wolfeboro Youth Basketball League’s five teams, I want to thank 


all of the coaches, referees and timekeepers for their hard work, time and efforts 
they put in for these young men. Many thanks to the sponsors who realize our need. 
Without their financial contribution, encouragement, and enthusiasm, the program 
could not succeed. A pat on the back goes to all the players for their fine team effort 
and sportsmanship. 


Little League Baseball will be using the ball field at Back Bay for the first time 
this year. 


The 1974 Wolfeboro Junior Tennis Program membership increased by about 
85 members. An Adult Program with 52 members was organized, utilizing the 
Brewster Academy Tennis Courts for the programs. Classes were held from 9:00 
A.M. to 12:00 noon for the Junior Tennis Program and each afternoon Monday 
through Friday for the adults. 


The Back Bay Playground development is ready for Phase III, which includes 
four new tennis courts if the location will be acceptable to tennis court construction 
engineers. 


The 1974 swimming lessons held at Brewster Beach was a successful program. 
The department has requested that a new raft be built in the Spring of 1975. The 


~ Kingswood High School Vocational class is willing to build the raft and the Town 


will provide the materials. 

During 1974 I attended most of the N.H. Parks & Recreation Society meetings 
held the second Wednesday of each month at many recreation areas around the 
State. 


Since the National Ski Patrol Refresher Course normally held at Waterville 
Valley was cancelled, I held the American Red Cross course at Abenaki Ski Area for 
our ski patrol. It was a compulsory course to cover the new First Aid manual and 
the Winter First Aid. We have fifteen members of our Abenaki Ski Patrol. Our in- 
structors included: Steve Snow and Gordon Wright. The final exam was given by 
Section Chief Anthony Warren of the U.S.P.S. Cal Flagg lectured on X-rays and 
Herb Vinnicombe lectured and displayed safety ski bindings of all kinds. 


During 1974, I compiled a Recreational Interest Inquiry, it having been ap- 
proximately ten years, or more, since a study of Community Recreation Interests 
had been done in Wolfeborom With the investment being made in the new Recrea- 
tion facility in the Back Bay Area, it seems particularly important to obtain an in- 
dication of the current recreational interests and needs of the Town. As soon as the 
results have been finalized a full report will be made to the Town. 


Once again, I wish to thank Brewster Academy for making the tennis courts 
and the gymnasium available to the Town for our programs, and to also thank all of 
the individuals and municipal departments who have assisted me in my programs 
this year.

But the 
month of August proved to be more encouraging—the number of visitors increased, 
donations increased, and new plans to revitalize the Museum added up to a very 
profitable summer. There were very few rainy days, which are the best for museum 
business, yet many people came by boat and bicycle in fair weather. Several of the 
camps in the area took advantage of the facility, as did a group of Senior Citizens 
from the Dover area. 


In an effort to attract more visitors next year, the curator has had the Museum 
listed in several publications of tourist guides to state attractions. 


Two large cash donations were received in 1974. The Camp Kehonka Service 
Fund gave $100 to be used for exhibit materials. Mrs. Charles Baisley, the grand- 
daughter of the founder, also gave a $100 unrestricted gift, and has arranged to have 
the floors of the Museum refinished prior to the opening of the 1975 season. 


New exhibits loaned or donated to the Museum include a fern fossil from Penn- 
sylvania, a bird’s nest, a wood duck, and a group of items collected by a former 
Wolfeboro summer resident during a two year stay among Eskimoes in Labrador. 
Added to the collection also was a cap and ball revolver which had been recovered 
from a 1970 break into the Museum. 


Many of the old exhibits put together by Dr. Libby had to be disposed of due to 
their poor condition, making room for new collections to replace the old ones. 
Especially needed are gifts of local fauna and flora to complete the Libby Museum’s 
already substantial collection. 


Plans for the future include a concerted effort towards renewing interest in the 
Museum, and making it a more attractive place to visit. The creation of an acting 
Board of Trustees, specifically designated to control the affairs of the Museum 
would be an important step. Admission must be increased since that is the only 
source of income for the Museum at present, aside from special gifts. Perhaps the 
sale or exchange of some of the miscellaneous items in the collection to other 
museums would be a profitable way to weed out certain things and obtain other 
more pertinent and valuable exhibits. 


There is an urgent need to have the walls of the Museum painted, however, the 
funds do not seem to be available at this time. More storage space and a private 
work area for the curator are also badly needed. The creation of a Museum library, 
making available to visitors the resource materials owned by the Museum and ad- 
ding others through purchase or donation would be a useful way of supplementing 
the actual exhibits without great expense. 


The Wolfeboro Garden Club again provided the flowers in the terraced trays at 
the entrance to the Museum, and pruned and sprayed the shrubbery. Their efforts 
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are much appreciated, with special thanks to Mrs. Dora Casselman for her regular 
care of the flowers. 


The Town of Wolfeboro deserves thanks and recognition for all the services 
supplied to the Museum. The Municipal Electric Department provided the electrici- 
ty for the Museum, and were most helpful with outside lighting problems. The 
Wolfeboro Water Department donated water for the Museum’s use, and the 
Wolfeboro Police Department regularly checked the doors and night lighting. The 
Wolfeboro Highway Department provided care for the Museum’s lawns. 


I would also like to thank the Board of Selectmen of the Town who acted as 
Trustees of the Libby Museum, especially Dr. Lawrence Toms for his active interest 
in the progress of the Museum. Town Manager Guy Krapp also deserves special 
thanks for his interest and guidance throughout the summer. Mrs. Patricia Water- 


man, Mrs. Rachael Jones, and Mrs. Olena Jordan at the Town Offices were also | 


most helpful. The instructions and advice of the former director Jackson Emery 
were invaluable. And to all those who visited and contributed to the Libby Museum 
in 1974—special thanks.

1974 


The Wolfeboro Historical Society has had a busy and eventful year. The fence 
was repaired and painted, lawns were mowed by the Town mower, and Morrill 
Brown has served well as caretaker. 


The Police Department was on the job last summer when the pewter collection’ 
was stolen and with the cooperation of the F.B.I. they were able to recover the items 
taken. A burglar alarm system has been installed and is connected to the Police Sta- 
tion by telephone circuit. 


The blacksmith shop which stood at the rear of the Clark House for three years 
has been moved away, improving the appearance of the grounds. 


The Wolfeboro Garden Club decorated the Clark House with a beautiful 
Christmas wreath during the holiday season. 


The Clark House was open to the public afternoons during July and August 
with Mrs. Helen Fetzer, curator in charge, assisted by other members of the Society. 


Winter meetings were held at the Wolfeboro National Bank with other 
meetings at the Old Schoolhouse and at the home of Mrs. Christie Hamilton. A 
special meeting in August entertained the members of the Association of New 
Hampshire Historical Societies of which Mrs. Etta Drake of Wolfebore is now 
President. Mr. John Ballentine addressed this meeting on “Publication of Town 
Histories” and Mr. Russell Chase spoke on ““Governor Wentworth Traditions”. In 
the afternoon the members took a train on the Wolfeborough Railroad to Sanborn- 
ville and back. 


Interesting programs were presented at each monthly meeting. Special atten- 
tion was paid to plans for the Bicentennial and this Society is taking an active part in 
the community project—particularly in the publication of relevant and interesting 
historical material. 


John McDermott was chairman of the active committee which republished the 
Parker “History of Wolfeborough’’. Of the 1000 copies printed, over 850 have been 
sold already. This project has also brought in a number of new members.

As mentioned above the valuation of construction costs were based on costs at 
the time of January 1970.

This then would increase the es- 
timated construction costs from $1,341,180 to $2,159,300 for the year 1974 as of 
January 1975.

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BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT REPORT 


Thirty-two cases were reviewed by the Board during the year of 1974; twenty- 
one were for variances and eleven were for special exceptions. Eleven variances were 
for above ground storage of volatile fuels, five involved lot requirements, four re- 
quests for change of use and one for second principal dwelling on one lot. Nine of 
the special exception requests were for home occupations, one for a multi-family 
dwelling and one for a non-profit educational institution. 


Twenty-seven appeals were granted; some with specific conditions, three were 
denied and two are pending. One case has been appealed to the Superior Court and 
one case, appealed to the Superior Court last year, is still pending. 


The Board would like to thank the various Town Officials who have given their 
time and expertise to aid us in our decisions.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 
1974 


The Clow lot on College Road has been surveyed and recorded in the Registry 
of Deeds. Part of the financing of the project came from a grant from the Ford 
Foundation. The surveying and registry of other town-owned properties continue to 
be important considerations of the Commission; two other pieces of property are 
being worked on. 


Review of dredge and fill permit requests is an area of increasing concern, 
although many are of routine nature for dock repair and construction. Several re- 
quests for the filling of wet lands, however, have necessitated on-site inspection, 
together with the formation of recommendations forwarded to the State and to the 
town Planning Board and Selectmen. In order to better protect our water resources, 
a town permit request was developed and is now in use. 


Working with the Selectmen and several State officials, information was 
gathered and a colored map presented to the Selectmen for their use in facilitating 
selection of a proper dump site for the town. 


As a result of considerable work with the County district of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service and the Lakes Region Planning Commission, a reliable soils map, com- 
plete with more up-to-date interpretive information, has become a reality. This will 
better enable the Commission to make recommendations to the town for the wise 
and appropriate use of our natural resources. 


During the year, the resignation of Mr. Fred Bierweiler was accepted with 
regret, as his interest in the work and his knowledge of the town have been in- 
valuable to the Commission since its inception. We appreciated the viewpoint and 
services of Mrs. Ruth Ladd while a member, regretting that she was unable to con- 
tinue, 


We welcomed two new members: Mr. Allan Dickinson and Mr. Richard 
O’Donnell.

The various fuel economy, speed reduction, Alcohol Safety Action Project, and 
minimum driving programs, promoted by state and local authorities, have greatly 
reduced the number of automobile related injuries. — ‘An Ounce of Prevention is 
Worth a Pound of Cure.” 


We as Rescue Squad personnel strongly support these programs that reduce in- 
juries and save lives. 


Wolfeboro Rescue Squad members are involved in a community service project 
in Wolfeboro and surrounding towns; the purpose is to train as many persons as 
possible in First Aid and life saving skills, thus should tragedy strike, someone 
might provide the right words of comfort, the needed reassurance and the know- 
how to initiate the proper care to the suddenly ill or accident victims until am- 
bulance or rescue squad personnel arrive. These persons who are able to stabilize or 
prevent an emergency situation from becoming a heartbreak are all part of a good 
emergency service program. Take a drowning or electrocution situation where the 
first 2-3 minutes after unconsciousness is critical if the person is to survive. This is an 
impossible situation for any rescue squad, unless persons on the scene know how 
and what to do — immediately! 


This training has been provided absolutely free of charge by Rescue Squad in- 
structors to various camps in the Wolfeboro, Alton and Tuftonboro area; 
housewives and baby sitters, fire and police personnel, Brewster and Kingswood 
students, local Boy Scout troops, and members of six area towns, received Emergen- 
cy Medical Technician training; exemplifying the programs we’ve promoted in an 
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effort to be prepared. Probably the loudest message brought home in these 
programs, is Prevention! 


Communications is the binding ingredient of any rescue operation. Wolfeboro 
Rescue Squad now has the capability of communications directly to Huggins 
Hospital’s Emergency Room, and also to any hospital in New England on the 
H.E.A.R. System. This is done by means of a digital encoder used to dial the desired 
hospital, similar to radio telephones. This direct communication between physician 
and rescuer is invaluable. 


I wish to extend my thanks to Chief Keniston, Chief Wentworth, the Town 
Manager and Selectmen for their assistance and confidence in my ability to head the 
Wolfeboro Rescue Squad. In the past six months, since I have acquired the duties of 
- Captain, I have become increasingly aware of the tremendous time and effort ex- 
erted by Peter Hayes in the more than ten years he dedicated to building the 
Wolfeboro Rescue into an organization, which provides Wolfeboro with the VERY 
BEST in emergency care. 


We, of the Wolfeboro Rescue Squad, hope that 1975 is a very safe and en- 
joyable year for everyone.

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REPORT OF THE 
FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is controlled by the 
Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New Hampshire Forest Fire Ser- 
vice. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the ground is not covered 


with snow must have a written permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If - 


the fire is to be kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the fire then he 
must have the permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled 
between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is raining, without the additional approval of 
the District Forest Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two decades. 
Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became so dry in mid August 
that the Governor and Council, upon the recommendation of the State Forester, 
enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, 
Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a complete woodlands closure in Strafford 
and Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in 
Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of the citizens of our State no 
major forest fire occurred at any time during the year.

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CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager, and the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Wolfeboro: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1974: 


The Department answered a total of 111 alarms which consisted of 16 box 
alarms, 5 brush alarms, 5 engineer alarms, 5 false alarms and 80 still alarms. The 
type of alarms were for 48 structural fires, 14 gasoline spills, 4 car fires, 5 mutual aid 
calls, 5 brush fires, 3 dump fires, 23 grass fires, 4 LP gas leaks, | fire boat rescue, 1 
boat fire and 3 island fires. 


In responding to the calls the department used 1440 man hours-of labor, travel- 
ed 619 miles, 8 hours of fire boat service, used 4150 ft. of 24 in., 3700 ft. of 1% in., 
4850 ft. of % in. hose, 130 ft. of ladder and 20 Ibs. dry powder. 


The estimated value of property, where the damage exceeded $100.00 totaled 
$1 ,024,350.00 and the estimated loss $50,950.00. Several losses have not been paid at 
this time. 


We moved into the new Public Safety Building July 27. In the process we in- 
stalled a new fire alarm transmitter. We moved the fire alarm panel to the new sta- 
tion leaving behind the air tanks and air horns at the old station. We ran 3406’ of 
wire on the Main Street circuit and 2500’ on the Falls circuit to connect into the new 
station. Also, 4300’ for air horns. 


We replaced 500’ of | '2”’ hose, 2 fire coats, | helmet, 2 pair of boots and | new 
Indian tank. 


The members of the Department assisted the local schools and hospital with 
fire drills, conducted 10 classes on first aid, extinguishers, and fire safety. Inspected 
the fire extinguishers in the local schools and hospital. Also, conducted 4 complete 
building inspections and inspected 25 oil burner installations. 


There were 10 members that attended the fire school at Gilford Training 
Center, | member attended the New England Fire Chiefs Conference and 16 
members attended the Meadowood Training School at Fitzwilliams, N.H. 


The Department had 4 special drills this year combining all the companies with 
Tuftonboro Fire Department assisting on 2 of them. 

I would like to thank the local insurance agents for their cooperation and 
donations to our October Fire Prevention Programs. Also, I would like to thank the 
Selectmen, Town Manager and the various Town Departments for the cooperation 
we received from them. 

As most of you know, Guy L. Foss retired April Ist after 28 years of dedicated 
service to the town of Wolfeboro. On behalf of myself and the men of the Wolfeboro 
Fire Department I would like to give special thanks for a job well done.

REPORT OF 
MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 
WOLFEBORO, NEW HAMPSHIRE 
1974 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Municipal Electric Department of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, like all 
electric utilities in the country, came under fire from its customers because of the in- 
creasing cost of electric energy. The increase came from mandatory change of rates 
and fuel charges. The rates had to be changed because of the higher cost to the 
Department from Public Service Company of New Hampshire and the monthly fuel 
costs that were charged to the Department and passed on to the customer. 


During 1974, the Department purchased all of their KWH from Public Service 
Company of New Hampshire. At the beginning of the year, a surcharge was es- 
tablished by the Public Utilities Commission for the Department. After several 
attempts by members of the Department to point out faults in the computations, a 
final figure of 23.18% was established and all billing to the customer reflected this in- 
crease until a rate study and change was completed and approved by the Public 
Utilities Commission. The rate study, was performed by the firm of Wright, Pierce, 
Barnes and Wyman for the sum of $8,500.00 The new rates, as suggested by the 
study and approved by the PUC, went into effect on November 1, 1974. Since no in 
depth study had been performed for many years, many changes in rates and policy 
had to be adopted by the Selectmen. The end result of the rate increase was not as 
great as had been expected. However, when the fuel charges were added to the new 
rate, it became difficult for customers to understand and in many cases, afford to 
pay. Rules contained in the tariff, such as electric heated houses having no other 
source of heat, had to be overcome in many instances and gave way to wood stoves 
as supplemental heat. It is quite noticeable that people are trying to help themselves 
by curtailing the use and by providing supplemental means to hold the cost down. 
As costs rose for the customer, it also rose for the Department. In order to compen- 
sate for some of these increases, the Department operated with fewer people than it 
did during 1973, thereby reducing the total labor costs. Since all the electric energy 
must be purchased, other steps were approved by the Selectmen to lower the costs to 
the Department. The installation of capacitors at the sub station was authorized, 
thereby reducing the cost of the power purchased. Also, since manpower is 
available, use of the generating plant to hold down the high peaks of kilowatts 
purchased, peaking was instituted. Street lights, in areas where they were not needed 
for public safety, were again turned off during the Winter months. These steps and 
measures taken by the Selectmen will undoubtedly show as savings and should 
benefit the customer if and when another rate increase must be put into effect. 


The Department continued its rebuilding program by enlarging the wire sizes 
on those circuits where the existing wire size was no longer large enough. The un- 
derwater cable to Big Barndoor Island was replaced and enlarged. New and larger 
spacer cable was installed from Center Street to Pleasant Valley Road as well as 
smaller sections on the Frazer line on Pleasant Valley Road and a section behind 
Kingswood Regional High School. 
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The Department continued its tree trimming program in those areas where it 
was becoming bad. In addition to its own trimming program, the personnel of the 
Department assisted the Highway Department to cut back the trees on those roads 
where the traveled way was being hampered. 


Financially, as one analyzes the statements contained in this report, the Depart- 
ment is indeed solvent. Because of the lower total labor costs, savings in operating 
procedures, adoption of rates that provide for more equitable means of charging, 
the cash balance at the end of 1974 shows signs of financial soundness. The 
Selectmen and Budget Committee have indicated that because of this financial 
status, more cash benefit to the Town could be forthcoming in the future. 


The 1974 Budget contains sufficient money to continue enlarging the South 
Main Street line from Pleasant Valley Road to Weston’s Garage, enlargement of the 
North Main Street circuit from Keewaydin Road to Lang Pond Road and enlarging 
the line to the Sewage Treatment Plant to handle the facilities at this new plant. 
Since the Hopewell Road line was getting lost in the trees, New England Telephone 
Company and the Municipal Electric Department are sharing the costs for the com- 
plete rebuilding of this line. 


One will notice in the accompanying report that the increase in use of electricity 
by the Wolfeboro customers has come close to stopping. Because of the high cost, 
1974 showed practically no growth. The few new houses that were built, the 
resulting increase offset the decrease and the total remained practically the same. It 
is forecast that this will remain the same for some time and any profit from any 
year’s Operation can only go downward unless rates are again changed. Everyone 
hopes this will not happen, but who can say. 


The personnel of the Distribution Department continued to cooperate with the 
projects undertaken by the other Town Departments. By using this Department’s 
manpower and equipment, sections of the fire alarm system were changed and 
rebuilt. The Back Bay Recreational Area was a location where this Department in- 
stalled the basketball standards, installed the facilities for lighting and assisted with 
installing the playground equipment. In addition, the Department’s facilities are 
used for tree trimming and removal, installing and placing large objects in construc- 
tion projects and as emergency equipment for use by the Fire Department when re- 
quired to reach high places. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the members of this Department 
who have expressed and shown their willingness to work together for a common 
cause.
